notice. ^Iv. Todd was at Now "West- 
minster when a dispatch arrived in- 
forming him of the outbreak. The 
lino from New Westminster to Victoria 
was down. He saw that tho delay of 
n ilay niiglit ])roducc serious results. 
Therefore, without waitinii; to comnni- 
nicato witii N'ictori.i lie took tho oiitirn 
rcH-ponsibiiity of telegraphing to ft ,T. V. 
at Caclio Creek instructing bim to adopt 
steps, to qutjU tho disturbanco. For 
this proQjptitudo niid aKsumption of 
responsibility wo coniplimented jMr. 
Todd; and the siily little thing on tiie 
banks of the Prriz-or barks across the 
Gulf that the Government (which knew 
nothing of the atl'air till the iH;.Kt day, 
and would have retarded opera- 
tions had they got tlie dispatch 
tho Superintendent did,) and not 
Mr. Todd should huvc got the 
praise. AVliy ! Well, tlio y/f'aW doe^ 
not explain ; but he is ipnto sure the 
Wi-oiij; niau lias been coniplinicnted. If 
the Government are entitled to be 
•praised for every good thing that may 
bo doho in the Province, why .should 
they not be blamed for every bad thing, 
as well. Why, following the same lino 
of reasoning, should tlioy not ho iicld 
rosponsiblo for the nnu'iler of poor Mr. 
TJssuER, Imprisoned and tried, and, if 
founti - guilty, executed? It's a poor 
rule that won't work both ways. As 
to the removal of Mr. Todd from ofTioe, 
it was shown that by consolidating the 
otfices of Superintendent and In.spector 
of Police SIOOO would be saved the 
Province, and ^Vr. Todd, Ijcing tho 
most recent ajipointec. was dismissed. 
The present Uovernment have adopt- 
ed the same policy, merely substituting 
"Mr/ Todd for 'his predecessor, after 
they had hounded the latter into an 
untimely .crravc. We .do not o.\-pcct 
the Herald to apjireciate a party organ 
•that can ])raiso its opponents 
when they are fairly entitled to be 
oompliniented. Now, we can see some- 
thing good in everything. We might 
even, in imitation of Douglas Jeubold 
— if the Herald were used to wrap up 
buns at a jiastry cook's — see something 
good in it !

Editor Colo.vist: — I notice in your 
issue of tho ICth inst. an article referr- 
ing to n lino of English steamships be- 
tween Victoria and San Prancisco. 
Pew, I presume, will question the de- 
sirability of having a line of steam- 
sbipsto carry our'mails ,and passengers 
whether owned in England, Canada, or 
in this Province, as a matter ef course, 
that liio service is as eiliciently per- 
formed as it is now, and in order to 
accomplish thia no line of steamers can 
or must be coal carriers to a greater 
extent than a moderate ballast and 
. sufficient for their own consumption. 
Our mail and passenger service cannot 
be made subservient to coal carryiug. 
The people of the Province would not 
tolerate anything of tliat kind. Wo 
pay a large subsidy for a special pur- 
porse (coal carrying not taken into ac- 
count) which must bo steadfastly kept 
in view. 

There are certain discomforts and 
dangers attending coal laden ships 
which niust be truarded against in a 
first class mail line. T belie^'o I am 
correct in stating that the Pacific Mail 
Btcaiucni have not carried more coal 
than sufficient for the round triji for 
soine time pi-.st, alt'.iough at one tiuie, 
I think, th'; City of Puuima Ufsed to 
take Ci;rgo-s of it, riiul a nice moss sl;e 
made of it — rol'.ed enough to draw 
one's eye-t'etli out. I Ijolievu that 
prnpoliers heavily laden roll more than 
vhin ill moderate trim. Tlie City of 
Chester takes coal, but not enough to 
interfere with her comfort — although 
not a comfortable vesisel., I am sure 
the public would prefer a comfortable, 
safe and swift line line of steamers 
owned in Timbuetoo. to a lino of 
colliers owned in England or Canada.

Ottawa, Nov. 24. — The most unique 
experiment was made yesterday be- 
tween the Dominion Methodist Church, 
on Metcalf street, and the residence of 
a Chaudicre gontlonian, viz, tho trans- 
mission, by telephone, of the whole 
morning and evening services — sermon, 
choir singing, itc, for the bcnelit of an 
invalidj' -who •^:for ;nearly - four months 
has beibh corifiiied .to" the h'ousft The 
invalid having expressed a d«sire to 
heat service, it was resolved to make 
the experiment, which resulted success- 
fully. The telephone, which in out- 
ward apjiearanco is but a nmall box 
four by six • incUe^' 'wasrplaced upon 
the pulpit immediately:,' TO ''the right 
hand of the pastor, and was probably 
unnoticed by the largest portion of tho 
congregation, yet it was quickly- gather- 
ing in every word that fell f-om tho 
speakers lips, and every note from the 
organ and' choir, and re-uttering them 
witii' reniirkable distinctness. At tho 
otiier terminus of tho wire, lying upon 
lu3 co'icli. ths invalid heard a»ul enjoy- 
ed a Sabbath service.

— Tho Dominion 
Government on .Saturday took forcible 
jjosRossion of tho Windsor Braiicli of 
the Intercolonial Railway, which had 
been hold by the Western Counties 
Railway Company, and allowed the 
Windsor and Annopolis Company's 
trains to pass over it to Halifa.x. There 
is now a law suit pending between tho 
two companies for the possession of the 
branch, Tho result will probably be 
th(3 closing of the Western Counties 
Road. The Province has put §800,- 
000 in the work, and has also guaran- 
teed bonds for the Company. Frank 
Killam, M. P. for Yarmouth, is Presi- 
dent.

Canada Gazette by Mr. Acton C. Bur 
rows, agent for the promoter, that ap- 
plication will be made to Parliament 
at its next session for an Act to in- 
corporate the Great Western Telegraph 
Company of Canada, and to confer ou 
such Company corporate rights, with 
powers to build, lease, purcha.sc and 
maintain lines and carry on tlie busi- 
ness of telegraphing in tho Provinces 
of Manitoba, British Columbia and 
Ontario, tho district of Kcewatin and 
the North-West Torritorics, with power 
to amalgamate with any other company.

Sir. A. R. Robortnon, who appeared 
for tho prisoner, aaid that he intended to 
iTXove that the indictment bo quaHhod on 
the ground of ir.fonn.ility, said iniiictmout 
cliirijiu!; thrfio distinct offonccs ngainst 
'ho prisoiici', viz: folonioiis a.saault, rob- 
hcry and liko«'iso an .tftsault Rgain.^it a 
^Hird person, and there oould be mo dis- 
tinct issue raised by a ploa of not guilty 
to such an indictment. 

Mr. Dr.iko, wlio appeared with Mr. E. 
Harrison fi.iv tlio Crown, contended that 
{■he indictment was correctly drawn, and 
in accordanco with tlio IntontionH of tho 
fi"amer3 of tho Criminal Act, 

His Lordship thought tho indictment 
■wns rathor irregularly drawn and thoro 
'^"as undoubtedly an undesirable mingling 
of charges in tho document. 

The learned coiuiBcl argued the case for 
^oine time, hoth 'referriiig to authorities 
support of their vio-ws. Mr. Drake 
eventually proposing that tho indictment 
should bo amended by striking out tho 
last olnUBo of the indictment and contend- 
ing thnt the Court had power to order tho 
sfimo. 

Mr. Bobortson objected tlmt tlio aiuend- 
Dient could not be allowed aftor a true 
bill had been found on the indictment by 
tho Grand Jury. Ho quoted from Tan- 
"lloraux as to tho latitude) of intention al- 
loAved in drawing up tho chRrges and con- 
tended that tho indictinont ouijht to bo 
QUashcd. Hu idfo wiBhcd to draw tho 
attention of the Court to the fact th.it th» 
clause of tho Act under which the charco 
was laid contoniplated the use of a deadly 
weapon which was not hinted at in 
tliQ indictment. That this was a material 
oti'ov and tJiat although a verbal innccu- 
niey miglit bo amended in order to avoid 
I' fuiUiro of justice yot tho insertion of 
"Xiterinl iind fund.imental nltorationa in 
the indictments could not at tho present 
Htage of tho proceedings bo admitted. It 
was hard to sco how if they had drawn an 
indictment for an offence unknown to tho 
laiv tho Court could amend it by add- 
>n(i an ofTenco that was known to tho law, 
The learned counsel prodnced authorities 
iJ' support of his position, and submitted 
that the amendment should not bo allow- 
ed. 

Mr. Drako for tho Cromi said there iths 
uo addition proposed to tho indictment, 
ft flas merely intended to strike out words 
''^'hich chriTgcd n separate offenco. 

Xhe Court said that the f^ueslion was 
whether if tho ofTonco was struck out tho 
nituro of the charge would bo changed I 
Would thero ho a strict, clenr, legal charge 
rf'fiiaining ! Tho offence that would be 
loft was a oloiir and distinct ofTence and 
to Btriko out the latter p.irl would not 
nflect that charge at all. Tho contention 
of the counsel for tho defence was that 
tho Court could not alter the finding of 
the Giand Jury ; but the two charges wore 
not mixed togothor, and if one were 
struck out the other charge would be in- 
tact. Tho amendment was necessary; j 
h*had the power to .alter it and, indeed, | 
it tVtts hill duty to do f50. i 

The prisoner Wiis arraigned for utenling j 
a gold pin from AhChook; and also for 
assault ■with violence on A.U Ohook. ! 

The indictment was read, and Mr. Ro- 
bertson rosu to lii.'jecl U> the ii:dictmont 
as defective. He aaid il was n<jt framed 
under the 39th section of tho Canadian 
.Act. Neither was it in keeping with tho 
toqiiironionts of the 41st and 42d sec- 
tions. 

Tho learned Judge said tho term rob- 
bery implied a felonious assault and tho 
indiotincnt could not bo called bad be- 
cause it TV.T5 so stated. Tho charge of rob- j 
bery p^y .sc. meant a felonious assault. I 

Mr. Roburt.Hon — No, my lord; that is 
tho very p^int I now raise. Tho case was 
of a man who entered a room and stole 
without committing an assault although 
he threatened to do so. 

^Ir. .TusticG Gray — A distinct robhory 
froui the porBon is stated, la tho indict- 
ment necessarily bad because a felonious 
assault was charged! The Court thought 
not. 

^Ir. Robertson then .asked his lordship 
to note his objection. 

A plea of "not guilty" was onterod and 
tho following jury was ompannelod; Jas. 
Hutcheson (foreman), Geo. Doughty, 
H- M. Cowper, W. Snyder, G. Har- 
fjre.wca, N- Morrison, G. "wyime, A. N. 
Nicholson, T. Robertson, L. L. Smith, 
Kdw.ircl Linco, Jo.seph Goyctto. 

Mr. Harrison opened tho case for the 
prosecution, etating what the Crown ex- 
pected to prove. He said tho house in 
which the robhety took place was dovot- 
cd to the three-fold purposes of a resi- 
dence, a gami>ling-houso and a church, 
Tho prisoner demanded money from the 
complainant; she rcfu.sed. He grabbed 
her and took the gold pin 'from her hair. 
A Chinaman rushed to the rescue, but 
was tiiocked down, ^ and. the prifionev 
escaped, and the pin liTas not since been 
found. 

Ah Chook, tho complainant, was plac- 
ed in the box. She was dressod in the 
latest stylo according to tho Chinese 
fashion plates issued about 3,000 years 
ago, and still copied -with th.o >triot«»t 



fidelity by tho diuciples of Confuscius. 
She wa.s sworn over a lighted p.apor on 
which the name of her favorite god was 
first written. 

The evidence was entirely Chinese and 
did not diflbr .niatorially from tho facts 
stated by counsel for tho Crown. 

Tho foreman of the Grand Jury an- 
nounced to his Lordship that tho jury de- 
sired to make tho following 

I'RKSBNTMENT. 

Victoria, Dec. 18th, 1879. 
Evidence having been brought before 
tho Grand Jury that thero are at least 
two houses in the city whore gambling is 
continually carried on and that amongst 
the Chinese population there are many 
houses used for gambling purposes: The 
Grand Jury desiro to call tho attention of 
tho proper authorities to this matter with 
a roquost that tho Superintendent of 
Police m.iy bo instructed to suppress the 
evil. 

With roforonco to several indictments 
tho Grand Jury consider that much time 
and expense might have boon saved if 
these cases had boon settled in another 
Court. They also protest against tho ex- 
pensive machinery of tho Criminal Law 
being employed in cases wero ample 
remedy is provided by the Oiril Law. 

Tho Grand Jurj- have been put 
to much inconvenience by tho difH- 
culty in obtaining tho attendance of 
witnesses, owing to the fact that thero 
does not appear to bo a suificiont .system 
of notifying witnnsao.s of thoir required 
presence, and also at tho adjournment of 
the Court that many of tho witnesses are 
in the habit of leaving the Court with the 
general public instead of remaining with- 
in call of tho grand jury. 

(Signed) Jamks H. Invks, Foreui:m. 

Hia Lordship addrossod tho jury at 
some length and said that ho thoroughly 
coincided with thorn in their valuatjio 
suggestions. 

The fororaan of tho Grand Jury an- 
nounced that true bills had boon found 
against Lo Fook indicted for assault, and 
against AJi Quong indictod for tho mur- 
der of Fong Pap and Suo.Som at a house 
on Fisgard street in thin city. 

AFTER RECESS. 

^fr. Theodore Davie begged to be set 
right in a matter connected with tho utatua 
of Counsel .and tho right of personal pro- 
secutors to elect and provide thoir own 
Counsel. In tlm case now before the 
Court, Mr. Davie, in connection with 
Sir. ElIio;t, had, under instructions from 
tho prosecutor, conducted tho prosecu- 
tion from the first, and hadheeu retained 
and paid to conduct it at tho present trial, 
and such being tho fact it was strange 
that Mr. Elliott and hinisolf should be 
elbowed out of tho case l^y the Govern- 
ment who cho.io to monopolizo the prose- 
cution. Such an unusual courao as that 
taken by tho Crown was not conducive to 
tho ends of juatico, .as Coan lol who could 
know comparatively nothing of tho Ciise 
wore necessarily not so competent to con- 
duct it as wore gtSntlomen who had boon 
carefully instructed as to tho facts. 

Mr. Han'ison, roprosonting tho Crown, 
replied with groat warmth that tho Gov- 
crnmont was not going to allow its con- 
Bcioncc to be controlled as to the profes- 
sional men it would allow to prosecute in 
criminal cases and that in some instances 
(as had occurred yesterday) Counsel made 
these prosecutions an opportunity for an 
attack upon the Government. 

HisLordshipsaidthatMr. Davio was per- 
fectly justitiod in bringing tho matter for- 
ward, as ho could readily understand that 
litigants who had employed and paid him 
would attribute to neglect of thoir inter- 
ests tho fact of his not conducting thoir 
case. His Lordship, however, was not 
aware of any practice which would auth- 
orize the Court to rule the Crown as to 
the conduct of tho prosecution or tho 
Counsel to be employed therein. Ho 
would refer the matter to the other 
Judgo.i. 

Mr. Davio then retired from tho prose- 
cution, and on the application of Mr. Ro- 
bertson the prosecuting .witness, ' Ohoo 
Cook, was re-callod and cross-oxaininod 
at great length, some difDculty having at 
first been experienced in obtaining an in- 
terpreter acquainted with her dialect. 

Tho hearing of the case occupied tho 
Court for sovoral hours, but tho ovidonce 
adduced w.as of no public interest. 

At the conclusion of tho case for tho 
prosecution counsel forth© Crown inform- 
ed his Lordship that the evidence was of 
such a conflicting and nnroliablu nature 
that tho Crown did not consider it worth 
while proceeding further. 

Mr. Robort.son theroupon applied for 
tho discharge of the prisoner. 

His Lordship said that ho was also of 
opinion that tho evidence adduced was in 
many rcspcct.i confused and unworthy of 
credence. The prosecution having with- 
drawn from tho case tho jury would have 
to return a verdict of "not guilty." 

Tho jurj' thereupon returned a,, verdict 
in accordanco with the .direo'ion, of tho 
leArnod Judge, and the prisoner was dis- 
charged. 

His Lordship then intimated that as 
thero was no caso to proceed with to-mor- 
row (Friday) ho would adjourn tho Court 
until Satnrd.ay moming at 11 o'clock 
when the prisonew convicted would bo 
brought up for nen'tonce and when h<.' ;

dor c.iso and fix a day for t'io trial of Lee | 
Took indicted for as-iault. The Grand 
Jury would not bo discharged for the pro-

Rotura of two Parties of Victorians. 
THEY OBTAIN GOOD PEOSPBOTS 

AND OrVE THE PREFLMeNOE TO TH£ HOPE 
TRAIL. 



Messrs. John Walsh, W. Ousterhout, 
M. J. Goode and John Kerini, v.dio left 
Victoria on tho 18th November for the 
Skaget mines via Fort Hope, returned via 
Seattle yesterday. This is tlio first party 
that wont through from this sido of the 
lino. They left Fort Hope on the 20th 
November, packing 40 tljs, each, and ac- 
companied bj* two Indians as guides. 
They reached Ruby Creek in ten days 
from Victoria. Tho listanco from Fort 
Hope to tho creek they estimato at 05 
miles. From Hope to tho North Fork of 
tho Skaget is 23 miles to which thero is 
a good .trail. : They followed, tho main 
river and tho Skaget bottoms to Ruby 
Creek, which is larger than Doaso or 
Thibort Creek in Cassiar, and is not 
unlike tho first-named stream in general 
character. Tho formation is granite and 
porphyiy. Thero are some gravol benches 
m tho upper part of the creek. This party 
found six men in the crook, who were 
getting in provisions, locating ground and 
building cabins. Tlio Robinson or Dis- 
covery claim w.as filled with water. All 
tho other claims wero in a similar condi- 
tion. Color was got in the top-gravel every- 
where. Tovi'arda tho mouth of thocroekthoy 
rocked 80 bnoketa and got §14. Tliis 
jiro.ipoct v, as obtained at a depth of three 
le^'t frou; a rtoiio.sit of comontod clay. 
Each miner is iilluwcd 'ioO foot .along tlie 
river-front, and nnining ))ack till the 
bedrock raises Iti feet. E.icii minor i.^ 
also allowed a hill claim of tho same di- 
mensions. Tho miners have "made this 
law unto thomselvos," and it is univer- 
sally rospocted. Thero had been no 
jumping of claims. Tho party stayed 
eleven days on the Creek, and mot A. 
Cameron and party v.'ho also went in by 
way of Hope and who had prospected on 
a crook called Liglitning, getting gold in 
every pan. Walsh & Co. wero eleven day.s 
in coming from tho mines to Victoria, 
and give tho preferonoo to tho Fort Hope 
route. On Sourd;iiigh mountain they 
had to wado thr.uigh 'i\ feut of sno\7. Mr. 
Cunerou'.'i part}-, wh:' crossed tho divide, 
waded through four fojt. Our informants 
built a raft and fioated down tho river for 
ono day, aftor th:t thoy had to "foot 
it.'' Tho tr.iil d' v.-n tho Skaget can- 
not be too strongly condennicd. Word.s 
failed our informants in thoir attempted 
description of it. Tho mountains are 
higher than any in British Columbia and 
rise perpendicularly on either aide of the 
river. At places there are ropes and lad- 
ders, by mo'ans of which traveling over 
the trail is rendered possible. On two 
creeks between Ruby and tho Roundary 
Lim.- gold has boon obtained. They bo- 
lieve that S2000 would make a first-class 
trail from Fort Hope to tho diggings. 

Mr. A. Cameron and party also return- 
ed yesterday and corroborato tho above 
accounts, adding that on Badger and one or 
two other creeks coarser gold than that 
obtained on Ruby creek was oljtainod, 
Mr. Cameron s.ays that Siwnshcs can bo 
hired at Hope to pack into tho diggings 
at tho rate of ijflO each. Mr. Cameron 
thinks seven good axmen in two months 
could out a trail to Ruby creek from the 
Seniilkamoon road. About 70 claims 
have bii»en located.

Ten Chinamen, charged with being in 
a coninio)! gambling house on Cormorant 
street and carrying on gambling contrary 
to tho provisions of the law. 

Sorgt. Bloomfield said that in tho ab- 
sence of Supt. Todd and other witnesses, 
who were at the Supremo Court, he would 
ask for a roniand until Sritnrday no.xt. 

Mr. Courtney, who appeared for tho 
defendants, said that he would be able to 
show that most of them had not committ- 
ed any ofl'ence that ho was aware of. Ho 
was aware that any por.-iou keeping a 
gambling-liouso or ganildiiig himself was 
guilty of an ofleiiee; !mt Hia Honor would 
have some difliculty in holding that a per- 
son merely in a house where gambling 
was going on was guiUy. As none of his 
clients wore charged with anything seri- 
ous ho would ask His Honor to allow 
them out on thoir own recognizances . 

His Honor said he could not accede to 
the request. Attention had been called 
to tho o.xisteuco of gambling-housoa by 
the Grand Jury, and ho was .ilso of 
opinion that stopn should be taken to 
carry out tho law concerning such places.

A BYLAW 

To Reffulato tho Sanitary Oonditioa of 
the Oitjr of Victoria. 

Be it enacted by tho Jlayoi-anil Oouii- 
oil of the Corporation of tho City of Vic- 
toria as follows: 

1. It shall not be lawful to let or occu- 
py, orsuffor to be occupiod, as a dwelling 
aiiy room unless tho following require- 
ments arc complied with, that is to ssyr 

(a) Unless such room -contain at all 
times at least 384 cubic feet of space 
for each person occupying tlic same, 
(i)^ Unless such room has a window 
made to open in a manner approved 
by tho Board of Health or Health 
-, Officer of tho City. 
■ ;(«J|J7nle8s thero iB appurteniuit to such 
rooni the usoof a water closi.-t, c.u-th 
clcaet or privy, furnished with pro- 
per doors or coverings, to tl;o satis- 
faction of the Board of Health or 
.. ^Health Officer of the City. 

2. ' Any person who let.?, occupies, or 
knowingly sufTora to bo occupicMl, any 
room cuntrary to tiie provisiona of tlii.s 
Bylav,- shall be UmUIo for every sucli of- 
fenco to a penalty not e.\ccoding §oO, in 
tho discrctiuii of any Justice of tho Peace 
before v.-lioni Im may be convicted. 

3. Any room in which any person paaso.s 
tlic night, or tho principal part of tho 
night, shall be deemed to bo occupied as a 
dwelling within tho meaning of this By- 
law. 

4. VVhoro two convictions against the 
provisions of this Bylaw relating to the 
occupation of a room as a dn'elling have 
taken place within tlueo months (whetlior 
tho persons so convicted were or wore not 
tho same) any Justice of the I'ei'.ee may 
direcc the closing of tho room .so occupied, 
ovof thopreinisea to which it belongs, for 
iBUuh timo as ho may deem necessary, oi 
may empower tho Board of Heivlth or 
F.calih Ofliccr of the City permanently to 
close the [>;\mo, 

5. This Byhiw may bo cited for all pur» 
potes as " The Dwcliing.s Bylaw, 1870."
